Paris, Aug. 27. 
The French National As- 
sembly tonight approved 
the French Government’s 
North African policy by 
an overwhelming majority 
of 451 votes to 122 against. 


The vote was taken on a 
Radical motion which stated that 
the Assembly approved  state- 
ments on Moroccan and Tunisian 
policy made during the two-day 
debate by M. Pierre Mendes- 
France, the French Prime Minis- 
ter, and M, Christian Fouchet, 
Minister for Tunisian and 
Moroccan affairs —Reuter. 

The approval of the 
Africa policy camo 
climax to a debate in which 
M. Mendes-France forecast 
further reforms in Morocco 
and noted, a relative calming 
of the situatlon in = North 
Africa, 

Earlicr in the debate the 
Premicr had told the Assembiy 
that there could be no thought 
of the eventual return of the 
former Sultan of Morocco, 
Sidl Mohammed Ben Yussef, to 
the throne. 

SATISFIED

sultan,” he sald,

No one has looked for a 
long time, but there _ still 
may be a key or two of 
Spanish dollars buried in the 
rich soil somewhere along 
the Rideau Canal = from 


Ottawa to Kingston. 


The legend of burled treasure 
ALL hangs arcund the d3-yeur- 
old canal ordered to be bullt: by 
the Duke of Wellington, 


Several hundred British army 
chelnocers emploved on the canal, 
whieh owas budlt to pivivide 
British yuntonts and supply 
bargen with a safe route to the 
Great Lakes free trom the threat 
of Yankee guns, were paid in 
Spanish dollars, 


The reports have it that the 
moncy wis brought up to Ottawa 
in kegs und turned over to pay- 
motters at the  dlock-hopsen 
steng the 100-mile route. 


BURIED LOOT 


Acéurding to the legend some 


of the paymaslers were suspected 
of pocketing the coins, hen 
authorities set out to check up 
on the irregularities, the suspeet- 
ed offivers are supposed to have 
buried their loot and headed 
South of the border. 


The legend got a boost some 
40 years ago ‘when a few gold 
coins were found near Hogs 
Back, just South of Ottawa. 
There ore locks of the canal 
there und = an old block-house 
still cxtsts at that polnt.

KITCHEN 


CABINETS 


ITCHEN cabinets are 
more attractive than 
ever, improved with sliding: 
doors, rounded corners, with 
see-through glass panels and 
adjustable shelves. They 
are done in new plastics as 
ell as painted wood and 
atural wood. Such cabinets 
need more attention than 
simply going over them 
with a cleaning cloth, or 
just dabbing away at finger 
marks. 


Painted wood — cabinets need 
special care. Some women get 
out the scrubbing brush und give 
painted gurfaces a guing over. 
And after the job is done, the 
paint dots Jook clean, but It also 
looks mighty dull. Scrubbing 
with harrh abrasives will dull 
the gloss and = omuake proper 
cleaning progressively harder. A 
cloth wrung out of sudsy water 
may whisk off the marks, 
especially {f you make it a 
practice to wipe all cabinet doors 
ench day as you dy the dishes. 


But there are better methods; 
better both for the paint and 
the appearance of the cabinct. 

One of the best ways to clear 
woodwotk Js with a creamy 
emulsion kitchen wax. The wax 
will take away the soil and Ioave 
a film that will make the wood 
tnore dirt-resistant. 

Avoid waxes and polishes that 

_[are dark in colour, os they may

discoluur the — paint. If you 
prefer, use oa paste or paint 
cleaner, especially if the wood 
has peen neglected for a time. 
But use a clearer that Is mild, 
that ls made for this purpose, 
not # strong olkaline solution. 
Then give the wood cabinets a 
fine waxing to keep them looking 
bright and = make them more 
tmpervious to dirt and smudges. 

Fashionable these days now 
that the kitchen has beceme 2 
sort of living room annex, are 
cabinets of natural wood, knotty 
pine, birch or maple. 


Even though such woods don't 
show finger marks and the usual 
kitchen smudges, that’s no reason 
to neglect them. They need just 
as much loving care as tho 
painted wood cabinets, for they 
ore beautiful only as long as they 
are free of film that obscures 
their natural beauty and lustré. 

As with all wood, wax doves the 
best job of protection, since it 
both cleans and preserves. Give 
the cabinets a ht or heavy 
waxing depending on the 
original finish.

It ‘has had an unporoilelsd ex- 
perience. For two and a half 
centuries no grammarian ever 
Maid hands on It. For all that 
time, after the Norman Conquest 
in 1066, the Engilsh language 
was exiled from the royal court 
of Westminster ond banned from 
every court ef Inw. Nothing 
but French or Latin was heard 
or written in these circles. 


The = ernftsman, the ertisan, 
the peasant, the ploughman—he 
made this longuag> of England. 
He found It as complicated as 
any other language Is today. 
When he had finished with It 
and tt egaln came tnto literary 
usc, he hed practically wiped 
the grammar clean out of it and 
left it us jt is today In its 
spoken form, « miracle vf practi- 
cal almplicity. 


To take gendcr alone, Old 
English wos us bad as German. 
The sun was a woman, the moon 
@ mon, When King Alircd’s 
men went into what was the 
New Forest to cut ribs for the 
first English fleet, they spoke 
of the mighty oak as a female. 
The graceful birch was mascu- 
line. The word “the” itself was 
sc, sco or dhact according to 
the gender of the nuun. 


A Shock 


Once his rulers disdained to 
write his Janguaye, the English 
working man took o look at all 
this grammar and said to his 
pals, “Let's forget it.” That 
is tho most logical decision 
known to the Indo-European 
longuage group. There may be 
other cxplanations but that will 
do for the time being. 


Tho scholarly coniempt for 
this slmple tongue lasted sq long 
that the birth of Shakespeare 
in 1564 Is recorded in Stratford 
in Latin. His death there in 
1016 is recorded in English. 


Next question—why worry? 
Is not ‘the English inanguage 
doing woll as it is? Cortainly 
it ls spreading like wildfire. 
Asilatles today prefer it to 
their own languages. English 
language newspapers, to be read 
by them, are springing up in 


China, 


Burma, Slam, Ccylon, 
Indonesla, In Africa, in the 
West alone, half a million people 
a year are learning some 
English, and English newspaper 
circulations are bounding. Is 
it not a cheerful picture, with 
growing opportunitics for 
Britain to spread what she 
thinks ts good In her way of 
Mfc? Shall we not be centent? 


No. Wo cannot rest. For at 
home in England o shock has 
been ndmin'stered to the 
educational system under which 
it is rocking. An officicl report 
by the Ministry of Education 
demonstrates that one-third of 
the children leaving Sts highly 
expensive schools at the oge of 
11, after ten years’ compulsory 
education, elther cannot read 
their own ‘language at ail or 
read it very badly, very slowly 
or without comprehension of any 
but the shortest and simplest 
meanings. This in reading the 
almplest specch in the world! 


£xperiments 


Eduentionalists are nappalled. 
They sco themselves un trial and 
convicted of failure In their firs, 
duty. Moreover the Army 
outhorities complain bitterly. 
Many boys who could read a 
bit at 15 have lost the art by 
18 and, when they are called up 
for service at that age, the 
Army finds that in thousands of 
cases it has to train tho boys to 
read before it can teach them 
to fight. 


The Institute of Education of 
London is ready to search and 
research to find why this should 
be, One such proposal ts that a 
sample of schoo] classes should 
be taught first to read a simple 
written form of the langunge. 
The progress of these children 
will be studied both when 
starting with tho simple, and 
when graduating to the ordin- 
ary and difficult, and tho 
findings compared year by year 
with the mass of schoolchildren 
pring as now only the accepted 
orm. «+ 


For the first time scientific 
data will be available to probe 
the cause of the trouble. An 
answer should be given to carry 
weight with the highest authori- 
tlea to the question of what it 
4g which obstructs reading 
ability of one third of the 
Ministry’s millions of pupils at 
the present time. 


Experiments will, also, be 
conducted where pupils aro 
bilingual, For example, do 
children speaking Welsh and 
English from infancy in Wales 
read Welsh more casily or with 
greater difficulty than ? 
If so, why so? On this subject 
I can provide a small piece of 
evidence myself. Mr David 
Grenfell, “Father” of the House 
of Commons, tells me that ho 
never remembers learning to 
read Welsh. As he spoke it, ho 
could rend it aa soon as ho 
learned the alphabet. He tells 
me that today he may write one 
Ictter in Welsh for every 
hundred that he writes In Eng- 
lish, but that he has no trouble 
in writing Welsh, whereas ho 
will have o dictionary beside 
him in writing English. 


It is of prime importance 
that Miss Florence Horsburgh, 
the Minister of Education, has 
in a House of Commons state- 
ment already officially pro- 
mised her goodwill and her

Very few of us can really ignore the problems which blow into our game 
- But the old advice—not to get the wind up and 
is thoroughly sound. I have always found that knowledge gots 


rid of panic quicker than anything else, so let’s discuss this wind problem more 


closely. 


When I am hitting into wind 
T only alter one thing In my 
swing—ond that only no frac- 
tlon. All I do is keep my hands 
a little more in front of the 
club-head at the address and 
throughout the shot. The main 
point Is that the alteration ts 
very minute, And‘ it is designed 
to fkeop the ball lower than 
usual 
of near gale force I might also 
shorten my swing a little and 
widen my starce slightly in 
order to try to maintain balance 
more casity, 


DON’T HIT HARDER 


Otherwise I just go through 
and hit the ball in the ordinary 
why. The strong tendency ts 
always to try to hit in harder 
than usual, because you know 
you will lose len; Into o 
head-wind. At all costs you 
must curb that fecling. You 
simply must not press. 
the tee accept a little Jess 
length. Through the green take 
a club, or two clubs, more than 
usual, But don’t press. As soon 
as you try to press you start 
to sway or lurch or lose tim- 
ing, and thea whole thing is 
ruined. 


The. other thing you rauxt 
NOT db, is to try to steer the 
ball to keep ft on line. Hit tt 
crisply ond firmly, and push the 
Slab head right through to the 

ole. 


I om all againet the many 
fancy ideas that are sometiptcs 
put forward for beating the 
wind: The simpler you 
keep your swing and your 
whole. approach to the problem, 
the better. For instance I never 
try to “hook” a shot to counter 
a wind which sweeps from left 

I prefer the 
much simpler idea of hitting 
straight down the left hand sido 
of the fairway and allowing the 
wind to bring tho ball in if it 
wants to do 80. 

When the ‘wind ts 
from right to left I merely 
reverse the proced' it down 
the right hand side of the falr- 
way and again let it drift in 
to the middle. If there ls plenty 
of fats wey space I don’t mind 
even closing my stance a little 
to get slight draw to help the 
ball to run_ with the wind 
helping it. For the handicap 
player that might be a bit risky, 
but it does help to give aston- 
ishing distance if you play it 
properly.
